Lonpon, Sept. 10.— The Tunes has a card 
from Sir Francis De Wiuter, inciosing, under 
date of June 10, the last report from Maj.

Sir; Ihave the honor to report to you that we

and ascertain from Emin Pasha, if he be there 
still,if he has any news of Stanley. also of his 
own intentions as regards staying or leaving. I 
will persuade him if possible to come out with 
me and if necessary aid me in my search for 
Stanley. Should it, for sundry reasons, be un- 
necessary to look further for Stanley, I will place 
myself and force at his disposal to act as his es- 
cort, proceeding by whichever route is most feas- 
ible, so long as it is not through U as in 
that event the Manyenas would leave me, asI have 
promised Tippoo Tib they shall not go there, and 
that I will bring them back or send a white of- 
cer with them back to their own country by the 
shortest and quickest route on the completion of 
my object.

ALPHONSE ROTHSCHILD’S ORATORY, 


He Makes a Touching Address at the 
Funeral of the Rabbi of France.

Paris, Sept. 19.—The funeral of Isidore, 
the Grand Rabbi of France, was celebrated 
with great state today in the synagogue in 
the Rue de la Victoire. As they lowered the 
coffin into the grave Baron Alphonse de 
Rothschild, who was profoundly affected, 
pronounced the following address: 
Gramm: In the name of the Central 
Consistory, over which I have the honor to pre- 
side, I would render final homage to Isidore. 
For years the closest bonds of friendship have 
united me to him. On many occasions he has 
given me cause to appreciate the rectitude of his 
character, his intelligent patriotism, and inex- 
haustible philanthropy, which was only 
equaled by his modesty. Thanks to his 
wise counsels the Jewish family has pre- 
served that cohesion that none can break. 
Not only was he the tireless champion of our 
rights, but, more than that, he courageously 
took the offensive when these rights were in 
danger. You remember with what admirable 
manliness he protested at Phalsbourg against 
the tyrannous acts of the Judaists. Then it was 
that Cremieux sided him with his admirable 
talents, and together they triumphed. Isidore 
bore proudly his title of a French citizen. Re- 
ligion and patriotism were the constant aim of 
this good man. In the name of the Central Con- 
sistory and in the name of my family, which en- 
tertained for him the most profound venera 
I lay on his grave the tributes of our admira 
and address to him a supreme farewell.

CARLISLE TALKS BIGHT OUT FOR FREE 
TRADE 

Speaker Carlisle, the leader of the Democ- 
racy in the House, in his speech at Coving- 
ton, Ky., accepting a renomination for * . 
gress stated that the question was whether the 
people would eontinue the present protective 
tariff system or return to the safe and just 
system that prevailed before the war,” This 
is a statement definite enough to merit atten- 
tion. The tariff that prevailed before the 
war had an average duty of less than 20 per 
cent, or much less than half the present 
tariff, which averages 47 per cent. The 
tariff which prevailed from 1846 to 1857 had 
an average of 25 per cent. In order to get 
back to “the system prevailing before the 
war the present tariff must be reduced 
nearly two-thirds and the duties cut to four 
times the extent proposed in the Mills bill. 

It can thus be seen that the Mills bill is in 
fact only a feeble beginning,” as the 
Chicago Herald says, in the program outlined 
by Speaker Carlisle. Prof. Sumner, who is 
certainly good free trade authority, says of 
the tariff before the war: The period from 
1846 to 1857 was one of comparative free 
trade.“ The doctrine of protection, he says, 
“seemed to have undergone a fatal blow,“ 
while England and the United States “ with 
free industry and free trade were to pour in- 
creased wealth upon each other.“ Accord- 
ingly, as a free-trader Prof. Sumner laments 
the change to a strong protective system in 
1861. It must be remembered that before 
the war” American industries in addition to 
the tariff had the protection of high ocean 
freights, and duties that were protective 
then would not be so now.

Plainly a 20 per cent tariff at the present 
time would be not merely comparative 
but practical “free trade,” as that term is 
understood by economists every where, 


THE HAINES-CRAFTS LAW TO CATCH 
HORSE-THIEVES, 

The senior’ Democ ratic organ in this city 
made a mess of it yesterday in its efforts to 
come to the relief of Gov.

THE PRESIDENT’S CONCERN FOR SOUTH- 
ERN COLORED MEN’S RIGHTS. 

Among the numerous “ objects of domestic 

concern” which deserve so much watch- 


‘fulness and care,” as recommended by the 


President in his letter of acceptance, is “ the 
“guaranty to our colored citizens of all their 
“rights of citizenship and their just recog- 
“nition and encouragement in all things 
“pertaining to that relation.“ 

It would be an insult to the dignity of his 
office and his personal relation to its 
duties to assume that the President in- 
cluded this item in his enumeration. of the 
objects which are receiving his watchful- 
ness and care,in an ironical sense, and it 
would be an equal insult to his intelligence to 
assume that he does not know the colored 
Republicans of the South are not enjoying 
the political privileges of citizenship or some 
of its social rights. 

The President is a man of at least average 
powers of observation. Heassured the pub- 
lic in his reply to the notification of his nom- 
ination last June that familiarity with his 
great office had added to his apprehension of 
its character, duties, and responsibilities 
and, increased the stock of his political 
knowledge. He therefore knows he owes 
his present office to the aisfranchisement of 
the Southern Republicans.

HARD COAL FOR RIVER TUGS. 


Why the Tagmen Object to Changing from 
| Soft to Hard. 
Capt. J. S. Dunham has not yet replied to 
Ala. Manuerre’s open letter proposing the in- 
troduction of an ordinance in tne City Coun- 
cil prohibiting the use of soft coal in tugs, 
nor bas he called a meeting of the tugmen’s 
committee as suggested in the letter. The 
latter is an unnecessary proposal, as a ma- 
jority of the members of the committee are 
opposed to burping hard coal. Capt. Dunham’s 
position is to let tne Council do as it sees fit 
without a fight in either direction, and when 
it is all over he will do the best he can what- 
ever is decided upon regarding the kind of 
coal prescribed for his tugs. 
A careful inquiry among tug Captains and 
engineers develops that the main objection 
to hard coal is the difficulty in control- 
unge their fires. If ard was 
the same price as soft no difficulty 
would be found in its use on score. 
With the existing differences between the 
use of hard and soft coal the use of the for- 
mer would necessitate an advance in towing 
rates of 20 per cent, judging from past expe- 
riences. The schedule for towing is now 10 
per cent less than last year, and tne required 
advance would be only 10 percent over the 
established tariff which has prevailed since 
the tug companies quit fighting and eed 
to live in harmony. As the pro or-* 
dipance would be equally binding on allt 
engaged in river business no more troub 
would be incurred in getting the advanced 
rates than the present schedule.

THE RAILWAY STATION AGENTS. 


Result of the First Day's Session of the As- 
sociation, 


The fourth annual meeting of the Railway 
Station Agents’ Association began in the Grand 
Pacific Hotel at 10 o'clock yesterday morning, to 
continue two or three days. The Committee on 
Credentials reported seventy-five delegates pres- 
ent, representing seventeen State and Territorial 
organizations. President L. A. Clark of Carle- 
bad, Cai, in his annual address, among other 
things, said the association now is, and always 
has been, uncompromisingly opposed to strikes. 
Mr: Clark recommended that the constitution of 
the society be altered so as to prohibit the sup- 
port of any strike or any other attempt to dic- 
tate to any gore by any member of the organ- 
ization, and that ii. any member did sanction or 
assist in any strike be should be expelled. A 
committee to which was referred the President's 
address reported in the afternoon through J. D. 
Lindsley, Chairman, an amendment to the con- 
stitution in accordance with the President's 
views. A vote was postponed. The present 
membership is 1,041, an increase of 123 ovér the
